The crimea were committed during 
Oermany'* last offensive around the 
Christmas season of 1944. 
Prison sentences ranging up to 
life were given the other 30 of the 
73 officers and men convicted last 
Thursday, 
Pe! per Doomed 
Col Joachim Pelper, who gave the 
fateful order that the SS troops 
were to take no prisoner*, was one 
of those doomed. Testimony was 
that he ordered frozen, exhausted 
and disarmed American prisoners 
shot during the battle and that the 
Germans sang songs of massacre on 
the eve of the offensive. 
Col. Oen. Josef <8epp> Dietrich, 
veteran of Adolf H itler’* abortive 
beer hall putsch In 1923 in nearby 
Munich and commander of the G er­ 
m an Sixth Panzer Army, was sen­ 
tenced to life Im prisonm ent. His 
troops spearheaded the December- 
January battle 
Lt 
Gen. Hermann Prless, com­ 
m ander of the First SS Panzer 
Corps, was sentenced to 20 years 
In prison. 
Slaughtered 900 
Brig Oen. Fritz. Kraemer, chief 
of staff to Diet rich. was given IO 
years. 
Testimony at the trial showed that 
790 American prisoners were slaugh­ 
tered and 190 Belgian civilians were 
put to death. 
Pelper. the highest ranking of­ 
ficer among those sentenced to die, 
laughed when a photographer’s flash 
bulb exploded In his face when sen­ 
tence was pronounced Pelper was 
the daredevil commander of the 
"Task Force Peiper," an armored 
form ation which Included his own 
First SS Panzer Regiment. It was 
his men who participated in the 
massacre of American prisoners of 
war at the Belgian town of Mal- 
medy, a key in the deceive battle. 
Survivors Testified 
The formal death sentence pro­ 
vided for hanging. 
The doomed men asked the court 
for permission to be shot. Instead 
The court announced tliat a recom­ 
m endation to that cfiee» would be 
made to Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, 
commanding general of American 
forces in Europe. 
Some women wept as the sen­ 
tences were read In the crowded 
courtroom. About three fourths of 
the spectators were Oerm an civilians 
and the rest were American soldiers. 
The prosecution introduced state­ 
m ents from the defendants at the 
trial to show that the Germans had 
been instructed to wage ruthless w ar­ 
fare and kill their captives. Several 
Americans who escaped death at 
Malmedy testified 
The trial resulted in the largest 
mass conviction yet handed down 
by an American court against G er­ 
m an war criminals.

The report. Issued by a royal com­ 
mission composed of two of Cana­ 
da’s seven supreme court justices, 
asserted that many top secret mili­ 
tary developments already had been 
compromised 
because of Russian 
spics, and that Moscow was seeking 
information on postwar defenses of 
the 
three 
countries—the 
United 
States. Britain and Canada, 
After repeating previous charges 
that the Soviet spy operations had 
ramifications in tile United States 
and Britain, the commission recom­ 
mended 
that 
Canada 
consider 
whether to communicate her find­ 
ings "to the proper authorities in 
tile United Kingdom and the United 
States " 
Tile 250.000-word report said that 
Dr. Alan Nunn May. British sci­ 
entist who worked on atomic re­ 
search in Montreal, had given sam­ 
ples of uranium 235 enriched and 
uranium 233, essential elements in 
the manufacture of atom bombs, to 
Lieutenant 
Angelov, 
assistant 
military attache bi the Russian em­ 
bassy bi Ottawa. Tile materials then 
were flown to Moscow by a Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Motinov, the com­ 
mission asserted. 
May was sentenced by a British 
court last spring to IO years in 
prison. 
Other “Top” Information 
"Information of the greatest im­ 
portance" on radar was obtained by 
Russian spies, the report said. Also 
compromised were a wiring diagram 
on a new type of fuse, information 
on a submarine detection device and 
secret data “of great value" on pro­ 
pellants and explosives, the report 
added. 
The commission said the Russians 
had been largely balked, however, in 
out details of 
atomic secrets. 
The 
report 
summarized 
four 
months of work bi which 115 wit­ 
nesses were heard and 6,000 pages 
of evidence taken. In addition to 
reviewing previously published ac­ 
cusations, it made these new chargevs: 
1. That Ute Russians sought and 
obtained "top secret" pobtlcal in- 
formatlon on the poUcies of the 
American, British 
and Canadian 
governments. Tile nature of these 
secrets was not disclosed. 
2. That Moscow was after Infor- 
mation "related to research develop­ 
ments which would play an impor­ 
tant part in the postwar defenses 
of Canada, the United Kingdom and 
the United States.” 
Blamed On Communists 
3. That the Russian government 
"seems" to have operated not one 
but several parallel under-cover sys­ 
tems through its Ottawa embassy, 
and that these systems "may still 
have their own under-cover agents 
opcratbig in Canada.” 
4. That "Ute Communist move­ 
ment was tile prbicipal base witlitn 
which the espionage network was 
recruited.” and that "secret mem­ 
bers of the Communist party” in­ 
filtrated tlirough the government 
and tlirough various organizations 
"not only for espionage but for pro­ 
paganda and oilier purposes.” 
5. That a “basic, policy” of the 
party Is "to get control, through Hie 
election of secret members to the 
directing conunlttees, of as many 
types of functional organizations as

HEUS MAY WAIT 
FOR U. S. LOAN 


Washington, July 16 (ZP) — Russia 
probably will have to wait until next 
year at least for a loan even a frac­ 
tion of the size of the $3,750,000,000 
credit Congress okayed Saturday for 
Britain. The Kremlin reportedly is 
interested in borrowing about $1,000,- 
000,000 from this country. 
Little has heen heard of a Russian 
loan since the United States some 
months ago notified Moscow of a 
willingness to discuss it—provided 
Russia would agree to talk at the 
same time about her trade relations 
with the Balkans and other areas 
within the Soviet sphere of Influence.
